“The recovery is slow compared 
to recessions we've had to pull out 
of in the past,” Anil Puri said. 
“Usually, the economy slips into a 
recession very rapidly and the 
economy pulls out rapidly as well.” 

Someindicators ofthe dwindling 
recession, Puri said, include an 
increase in housing starts and a 
decreased number of people on:

“We have a lot of faculty 
involved with the institute who 
teachin the environmental sciences 
and economics, so that is a big plus 
for us,” he said. 

Its objectives are to promote - 
interdisciplinary research and 
education concerning the 
environment. Examination of 
environmental problems is 
emphasized to provide information 
and analyses concerning policy 
alternatives, Long said. 

“What we see is that people are 
worried because this recession has 
lasted longer than the last one and 
isn’t over yet,” Puri said. .“But, 


‘things are changing rapidly.” 


Additional indicators, he said, 
are that local businesses are more 
optimistic about hiring than they 
were six months ago and the 
number of durable goods being

‘Unfortunately, _—virtually 
nothing degrades in modern 
sanitary landfills, Arizona 
“garbologist” William Rathje said. 
He has found perfectly readable 
80-year-old newspapers in

“The study indicates that some 
recycling must be done by families, 
but that effort will only reduce a 
typical city’s ra stream by 7 or 
8 percent. 

Another myth is that most solid 
waste consists of plastic, metal 
and glass containers. The truth is 
that while a lot of this visible litter 
appears to be these containers, 


- leas than 15 percent of solid waste 


is plastic, metal or glass of any 


type. In contrast, more than 40 
percent consists of paper and yard 
waste, the study reported.

A team of six student recruiters 
has been hired to encourage engi- 
neering and computer science ap- 
plicants to make Cal State Fuller- 
ton their first choice for college. 

The New Student Office opened 
in February to increase the num- 
ber of students who apply to CSUF. 


Many college-bound high school * 


graduates apply at several uni- 
versities to give them more en- 
rollment options. 

One of the recruitment 
program’s goal is to increase the 
number of applicants who. enroll 
at CSUF by making them aware of 
the breadth of the engineering and 
computer science programs on 
campus, said recruiter Jeff Wil- 
liams, a physics graduate student. 

“We use the school as a car 
rot,” he said. 

The goal of the recruiters is to 
increase student enrollment from 
36 to 50 percent, Williams said.

Traditionally, Hollywood's 
spring season offers a quick 
breather after the hoopla of the 
Oscars and the publicity barrage 
of the summer. Usually this 
means lean times for the viewer 
in terms of daring filmts.that 
entertain as well as stimulate. 
Not wanting to smash tradition 
early this spring, the major 
studios for the most part 
continued in the same thin vein, 
churning out mindless, shallow 
eyecandy. - 

However, with the help of 
independent studios, several 
veteran directors and fresh 
foreign talent, this month has 
been as rich a time for releases 
as any in recent memory. So, 
here are brief comment, 
observations and capsule 
synopsis of four such pictures 
currently playingin theaters and 
guaranteed to make waves at 
award ceremonieslaterthisyear. 


The Player 


Maverick -autuer Robert 


Altman’s glériuos return to. 


Hollywood appropriately slaps 
Tinseltown right across the 
face.. As Altman’s “Nashville” 
shredded American society for 
its hypocrisy in 1976, and 
“M.A.S.H." exposed the luncacy 


and stupidity.ofthe Vietnam War . 


(although the film is setin Korea), 
“The Player” satirically strips the 
movie-making industry naked of 
its glitz and glamour. 

Altman ‘and screenwriter 
Michael Tolkin’ s Hollywood 
exists as a greedy playland where 
applauded test screenings, world 


wide grosses, executive power | 


plays, story pitches under 25 
words, and happy endings- 
mostly happy endings- squash 
artistic integrity like a 
bothersome bug. “The Player”s 
protaganist Griffin Mill (Tim 


Robbins) summarizes executive |f 


feelings best when he quips 
“how interesting it is to take 
the writer out of the creative 
process, 

But one of the greatest things 
about the film is Altman doesn't 
sacrifice plot completely for the 
sake of bitter, though hilarious 
swipes. The darkly comic, 


thrilling story stands firmly on 
its own, helped mainly by the 
droll, mesmerizing performances 
(particularly Robbins who adds 
a compassionate side to a 
heartless character which keeps 
us rooting for him) of the entire 
cast (including 60 or so cameos 
by stars ranging from Malcolm 
McDowell to Andie McDowell). 
Griffin Mill (even the name 
seeps hair styling gel), a slimy, 
egocentric cut throat studio 
executive who listens to writers 
pitch stories, and then decides 
whether they'll be made, is 
having a tough month. After 
deducing the writer as David 
Kahane(Vincent D'Onofrio), Mill 
meets him at an movie theater, 
temporarily losesit, andmurders 
him. Nothing surprising as 
writers are killed daily in 
Hollywood by executives. 


Mill, with the help of quirky 


studio security chief Walter 
Stuckel (Fred Ward), must now 
keep his cool under close 
observation of wacky Pasadena 
police officers (Whoopi Goldberg 
and Lyle Lovett) while also 
battling for his job. And further 
complicating matters, Mill falls 
for Kahane’s girlfriend June 
(Greta Scacchi), anicy bitch who's 
the type to wear white to her 
murdered boyfriend’s funeral- a 
perfect match. : 
While the plot keeps us 
involved, however, Altman's forte 
is scathing comedy compounded 
with complex style. His 
trademark signature, 
overlapping dialogue, works 
tremendously well. in’ a 
community were everyone talks 
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over each other while no one 
listens. With accurate details, a 
multileveled plot and flawless 
performances, “ThePlayer” isthe 
sole American standout (so far) 
of 1992. : :

the reoccurring memory of being 
switched at birth during a 
hospital fire, Thomas is the type 
who has spent his entire life 
wondering what might have 
been. 

“Nothing ever happend to 
me,” he grumbles, although as 
the movie progresses (through a 
series of flashbacks and 
flashfowards combining both fact 
and surreal fiction), we see 
Thomas's blindness. The family 
with which the alleged switch 
took place are his next door 
neighbors, the Kant’s, a rich 
emotionless group with a 
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yer’ is glorious - 


heartless father and browbeating 
son, Alfred, who bullies and 
taunts Thomas with the 


humiliating name Van 
Chickensoup. ; 
The Van Hasebroeck’s are the 


Kant’s complete opposites. 
Surrounded by a warm, caring 
mother and a goofy dad who 
entertains the family with his 
bouncy piano playing and song 


“Boum,” Thomas and his 


flirtatious sister Alice receive ag 
much ourturing as Alfred does 
grief. 


- ° Ofcourse, this is the entire 


ironic point. Human nature 
almost dictates thatalthough we 
may live in a perfect situation, 
we are often blind and wishing 
for something better, more 
glamorous to arrive. 

This unwritten law 
encompasses everything in 
Thomas's life. Because his 
selfishness, as in the case of a 
deep, possessive love for Alice, 
early on leads to tragedy , 
Thomas wanders through life 
bitter, searching for. excuses 
and scape goats to explain his 
failure. Even when given 
opportunities to alter life’s 
course, as with his bumbling of 
a promising affair with Evelyne 
(Mireille Perrier), an older 
Alice look alike, tentative 
Thomas fails through fear and 
passiveness, 


. This material may sound heavy 


handed, and depressing, but Van 
Dormal’s handles the story with 
humor and abstract images 
which make it constantly 
entertaining. Profound in its 
insight of h

consciuosness structure, “Totole 
Heros" revels in areas that most

British producer-director 
team Ismail Merchant and 
James Ivory have led the charge 
with three Forster adaptations 
including the lovely “A Room 
with a- View,” and “Maurice.” 
However, with “Howard’s End” 
the team has gloriously topped 
past achievements creating a 
humorous, emotionally complex 
masterpiece of Edwardian 
English classdivisions, guiltand 
pity. 

With Ivory pacing the story 
gently, not wanting to hurriedly 
rush over interwoven details, 
“Howard’s s End” unfolds visually 


‘and passionately like a novel. 


Thecharacters which inhabit the 
story are so richly defined and 
drawn that their unclear 
motivations appearonly aslayer 
upon layer of personality peels 
away, 

The intricate story revolves 
around the relationships of two 
vastly different families, the 


traditional Wilcoxes and the‘ 


eccentric Schlegels. Their 
association begins when the 
quixotic Helen Schlegel (Helena 
Bonham Carter) embarrasses

the family by having an affair ' 


with one of the Wilcox boys at 
their country estate , Howard's 
End. However, out of the 
incident, a rare, tender 
relationship develops between 
the ailing Ruth Wilcox (Vanessa 
Redgrave) and the bookish, kind 
Margaret Schlegel (Emma 
Thompson, in an Oscar-caliber 
performances). 


When Ruth dies, she shocks 
her husband Henry (Anthony 
Hopkins, in'a subtle portrait of 
controlled emotions) through a 
beautiful gesture towards 
Margaret, leaving him feeling 
responsible for her well-bein- 


But at the same time, Margaret’ 


is busy pitying Henry forhislack 
of depth. 


And while this progresses, 
Helen feels obligated (and 
lustful) towards a poor clerk 
Leonard Bast (Sam West) who 
she badly, though mistakenly, 
urged (through Henry’s 
ignorant advise) to leave his 
job. . Her noble actions, 
however, further shame her 
family, leaving Margaret torn 
between her two 
responsibilites 


Capturing the lush charm and 
essence of “Howard's End” in a 
capsule synopsis is virtually 
impossible and unjust. Without 
witnessing the poeticimages and 
multilayered performances ofthe 
entrie cast; irrelivent adjectives 
mean nothing.
